Free Enterprise at Work 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Reader “B.A.R.” suggests that 
corporations be encouraged to 
spend their earned surpluses, or 
savings. 


B.A.R. apparently shares a 
common misunderstanding of the 
true meaning of the term. “sur- 
plus.” Far from being “sur- 
plus” or unneeded, these profits 
are part of the lifeblood of most 
corporations. 


Example: A and B pool their 
personal savings and form a cor- 
poration with invested capital of 
$10,000. Working 12 hours a day 
(instead of eight) and providing 
a useful product, they help their 
corporation earn $10,000 after 
taxes which is reinvested. 


We now have “earned surplus” 
of $10,000. Are these dollars, or 
savings, in a bank account avail- 
able for distribution to stock- 
holders A and B? No, our pro- 
gressive managers carry only suf- 
ficient funds in the bank account 
to satisfy payrolls, suppliers and 
other daily business needs. 

The major part of this “sur- 
plus” has been spent for machine 
tools to make a better—and lower- 
priced — product; perhaps for 
more inventory to ‘provide for ex- 
panded sales. ; 

The corporation<tiow employs 
four persons instead of two. Two 
johs have been created through 
spending of the “surplus” and 
not by tax-supported Government 
projects. In fact, tax revenues 
have increased yearly as our cor- 
poration has earned and paid 
taxes on its profits. 

We could all learn more about 
the free enterprise system which 
is the keystone of our democracy.

The Deadline Draws Near 


_ Do the April unemployment figures indi- 
cate a business upturn? President, Eisenhower 
was careful not to claim that they do. In- 
deed it may be doubted that the figures indi- 
cate even a “flattening out” of the recession, 
as he said. Just as a slight rise in unemploy- 
ment for March was not significant enough to 
count for anything, so now a slight statistical 
decrease of 78,000 means little. As the Cen- 
sus Bureau scrupulously points out, its sam- 
pling method of gathering the statistics is 
subject to a margin of error that might ac- 
count for so small a change. 


So the truth seems to be that unemploy- 
ment in April remained. virtually unchanged 
but—and here is the significant figure—the 
percentage of the labor force unemployed 
went up to 7.5 per cent from 7 per cent be- 


cause the labor force is growing. This is not _ 


the sort of index that is associated with either 
an upturn or the flattening out of a down- 
turn. And so Senator Lyndon Johnson is 
right, we think, in saying the time is nearing 
for a decision on tax reduction. 

The Administration has been justified in 
avoiding premature action against the reces- 
sion, but postponing action too long would be 
even more dangerous. The rest of the eco- 
nomic indices for April will be compiled by 
the middle of May. If by then no clear and 
unmistakable signs of upturn are visible, Con- 
gress in our opinion ought to move vigorously 
not only for tax cuts but for public works. 


The Democratic majority leader chides the 
Administration for not acting “enthusiastical- 
ly” to accelerate public works, and presents 
tax reduction as the necessary alternative. 
But if the Administration has lagged in this 
respect, so has the Democratic leadership of 
Congress. 


Senator Albert Gore’s public works bill, the 
ideal vehicle for a fast-acting job-creating pro- 
gram, hes been allowed to slumber in com- 
mittee since February. It would provide for 
90 per cent federal grants to localities for 
schools, hosnit*!s, park and street improve- 
ments and the like. 


If Senator Johnson wants to accelerate pub- 
lic works, he could not do better than to 
bring the Gore bill out and get it passed. For 
if the economic outlook a month from now is 
such as to call for a tax cut, it will probably 
also call for a works program to be available 
if needed next fall and winter. 


No one can forecast with certainty what 
would be done with the savings of an income 
tax cut. Some surveys indicate that the in- 
come thtis made available would be used in 
about the same way as other income—part 
would be spent, pert would go to pay old 
bills, part would be saved. For maximum ef- 
fect on the economy, the tex cut should be 
f-shioned es far as possible for snending. 
The most interesting proposal along this line 
is that of Ford Vice President T. R. Yntema 
for a moratorium or 50 per cent cut of tax 
withholding for a certain period. Several bil- 
lion dollars iniected into the economic blood 
stream over a few weeks would have a strong- 
er effect than if spread over six months. 


Whatever cut in income taxes seems ap- 
propriate at the time of decision, a selective 
reduction of excise taxes would also recom- 
mend itself. Since the recession is concen- 
trated in, manufacture of automobiles and 
other durable goods, reducing excises in those 
fields would have some of the effects of a 
price eut and should stimulate consumption. 


In any event the need for bold and aggres- 
sive action if a distinct upturn fails to take 
form in the near future seems to us estab- 
lished. The economy’operated in the first 
quarter at a rate of 424 billion dollars annual 
gross national product. That is a reduction 
of only 3 per cent from the 1957 third-quarter 
peak of 439 billions. But it is a long way 
from the 5 per cent annual rate of growth 
recommended by the Rockefeller report as 
the mark of a healthy expanding economy. 
To meet that goal, our economy should be 
operating today.at a rate of 460, not 424 bil- 
lions. The nation cannot afford to delay too 
long in getting back on the growth curve. 


No Bets Here 


With a large field, a large purse and a 
large tradition, Saturday's Kentucky Derby 
still offers something new this year—a pre- 
dicted run-off between the aristocratic Tim 
Tam and Silky Sullivan, who is more Sullivan 
than Silky. Tim Tam is poised and correct 
in both ancestry and behavior. He often wins. 
Silky Sullivan is less orthodox. He dislikes 
starting gates, being in them, or getting out 
of them. Consequently he is wont to lag for 
a while, and 24 lengths is a reasonable lag 
for him. He may run anywhere on the track, 
outside as much as in.

What it 
is, is unpredictable. 


Senator Anderson’s Bomb 


Senator Anderson's charge that the Admin- 
istration is deliberately making atomic bombs 
dirtier, while talking about trying to clean 
them up through further tests, is so grave 
that it demands conclusive proof or disproof, 

President Eisenhower said at his press con- 
ference that no military officer had ever sug- 
gested nuclear bombs ought to be dirtier, 
that certainly it was not the policy of the 
Defense Department to make them so, and 
that Chairman Strauss of the Atomic Energy 
Commission had told him 40 per cent of 
United States tests were mainly directed 
toward producing cleaner bombs. 


What the President said is important, of 
course, but it is hardly conclusive. Neither 
were the earlier denials of the New Mexico 
Senator’s charges at the Defense Department 
and the AEC. : 

Charges and counter-charges are not 
enough. As vicechairman and former 
chairman of the Joint Congressional Commit- 
tee on Atomic Energy, Senator Anderson is 
in an exceptionally strategic position to know 
what is going on. His charges are of the ut- 
most gravity both because they have to do 
with national security and because they bring 
into question the integrity of the Administra- 
tion. Now he demands that they be put to 
the test of testimony by witnesses from the 
Pentagon and the AEC before the Senate 

Services Committee. 

Since the President, the Pentagon, the AEC 
and the State Department should be as much 
concerned as Senator Anderson for the Amer- 
ican people to know the truth in this matter, 
it would be heartening to hear them likewise 
calling for an investigation that will disclose

The public, whose information—or misin- 
formation—is ultimately involved, will recall 
that this is not the first time the AEC’s factual 
accuracy has been questioned. The commis-

Law Day, Indeed 


President Eisenhower proclaimed May 1 as 
“Law Day” in the United States to emphasize 
in the public mind that ours is a nation based 


on law and order, not force. From one coast. 


to the other appropriate observances in bench 
and bar and lay circles are in process, among 


them the re-enactment in St. Louis’s Old . 


Courthouse of one of the several suits in the 
Dred Scott case. 

The Senate Judiciary Committee provided 
its own contribution to the occasion, and a 
more inappropriate observance would be hard 
to imagine. This group of 15 Senators—eight 
Democrats and seven Republicans—voted out, 
10 to 5, a bill ta rebuke, if not to curb, the 
United States Supreme Court for a series of 
decisions in, which the American people are 
entitled to take pride. The bill was the Jen- 
ner-Butler compromise growing out of the 
vindictive attack on the Supreme Court spon- 
sored by Indiana’s reactionary Senator. 

The original Jenner bill would have barred 
the Supreme Court from. reviewing cases 
arising in five important fields. All but one 
of these were dropped from the measure ap- 
proved in committee. The one field retained 
was that of admission of lawyers to practice 
in state courts. But the bill remains objec- 
tionable in that it would do by indirection 
much of what the Jenner bill sought to do 
directly. 

For example, the Jenner bill would have 
shut the Supreme Court out of appeals aris- 
ing from congressional hearings. This was in 
reprisal against the Watkins decision, in which 
Chief Justice Warren and his colleagues held 
that congressional inquiries could not be fish- 
ing expeditions, but had to be based on de- 
monstrable pertinence. The approved com- 
promise bill would make congressional com- 
mittees sole judges of whether an investiga- 
tion was conducted along pertinent lines. It 
would do so by amending statutes that would 
have the effect of removing the Watkins 
decision. 

Another section of the compromise would 
amend a portion of the Smith Act of 1940 to 
declare it simply a crime to teach or advocate 
the overthrow of the Government. This 
would retaliate against the Supreme Court's 
decision of last June which distinguished be- 
tween teaching a doctrine and incitement to 
dangerous action. Other sections of the pro- 
posed bill are similar. All are directed against 
decisions that have come from the Supreme 
Court as reconstituted by the Eisenhower ap- 
pointments.

Spokesman for Hope 


Dag Hammarskjold’s intercession in the 
“open skies” debate was so unusual that the 
United Nations anxiously awaits Russia's re- 
ply. Will the Soviet Government turn upon 
the U.N. Secretary General as it did upon his 
predecessor, Trygve Lie? A plainly hostile 
Soviet reaction would be unfortunate. 

As Mr. Hammarskjold said, he is not taking 
sides. Not long ago he welcomed Russia's 
move to end nuclear tests and the prospect 
of summit talks. Now he similarly welcomes 
President Eisenhower's proposal for air in- 
spection over the Arctic. Both moves, the 
Swedish statesman says, “are steps which 
could make a dent in the disarmament prob- 
lem.” He is appealing on behalf of all the 


.peoples of the world for some move—any 


real move—toward “a first frail basis for the 
development of some kind of trust.” 

This is an appeal which no government 
can easily ignore. There is no doubt that the 
peoples of the world wait impatiently for 
that “dent” and that “first frail basis” for 
ending the arms rece. The diplomacy of 
every power must recognize the longing for 
peace. 

Though Russia is unlikely to accept the 
open skies plan on the basis of the Ham- 
marskjold appeal, the Soviet Government can- 
not deny the fairness of the appeal without 
risking unfavorable world opinion. Once 
in a while, it must be expected, the Secretary 
General of the United Nations will speak for 
nations everywhere, That is what Dag Ham- 
marskjold did.

Troubled Future for Missouri Colleges 


In Next Decade They May Have to Serve 40,000 More Students 


Dr. Allen O. Pfnister,

In the report of a survey of Mis- 
souri higher education by the Com- 
mittee on the Accommodation of 
Missouri College Students, the col- 
leges and universities of the state 
were told to expect by 1970 to be 
called upon to serve between 40,000 
and 50,000 more full-time students 
than they presently have facilities 
for. 


They were also told that if they

The survey revealed that for 1955- 
56 almost 53 per cent of the total 
full-time enroliment was in tax-sup- 
ported institutions and that approxi- 
mately 27 per cent of the full-time 
students were enrolled in institutions 
under denominational control. The 
survey also showed that enrollments 
were concentrated in the larger in- 
stitutions: over half of the total full- 
time students were in attendance in 
Missouri's: five universities. 

The most rapidly growing institu- 
tions in the state are the six tax-sup- 
ported undergraduate colleges. in 
1946 these institutions enrolled ap- 
proximately 13 per cent of the total 
full-time student population in the 
state: in 1955 the same institutions 
enrolled over 21 per cent of the total 
full-time student population. 

The committee showed in the re- 
port that if the Missouri college en- 
rollment ratio should in the future 
increase at the same average annual 
rate at which it has increased over 
thé past 30 years and if the expected 
increase in the number of college-

When compared with the United 
States as a whole, the Missouri high- 
er educational institutions appeared 
to be enrolling a fair share of the 
American college and university pop- 
ulation. In 1955, Missouri possessed 
2.5 per cent of the total population 
of the United States and enrolled ap- 
proximately 2.4 per cent of the total 
number of students in American col- 
leges and universities. 

In terms of performance in rela- 
tion ta ability to support higher edu- 
cation, however, Missouri ranked 
quite low, about thirtieth among the 
46 states. 

Typically, the lower-division classes 
(freshman and sophomore) constitute 
the major portion of the student 
body. In the future, while there will 
be some pressure at all levels, the 
most serious pressure will be at the 
lower division. During the survey it 
was suggested that such a situation 
might argue for expanding existing 
junior colleges and establishing new 
junior colleges and two-year techni- 
cal institutes. 


In the survey report the commit- 
tee recommended that the state make 
a careful study of the possibility of 
establishing new kinds of institu- 
tions to meet the new demands that 
He be facing Missouri higher educa- 

on. 


The report also noted that the 
opinion-rather commonly expressed 
among the colleges in the state was 
that the anticipated increase in én- 
roliment will have a detrimental ef- 
fect on educational standards. 

While the committee did not de- 
bate the point that huge enrollments 
will create serious problems, it did 
indicate that the institutions of the 
state should attack the problem with 
greater imaginaion. 

The committee called for study 
and experimentation to determine 
more effective means of teaching, 
ways of improving conditions of fac- 
ulty service, and new ways of organ- 
izing the curriculum. The report 
was presented as a first step toward 
the continuing co-operative study of 
higher education in the state.

Good Manners Help Speed Marketing 


‘Courtesy of 
the Road’ Rules 
Recommended 
at Supermarket.

OF COURSE you pride 


yourself upon your good man- 
ners at a committee meeting, 
the canasta table or behind the 
wheel of your car, but are you 
equally considerate of others 
when you wheel a shopping 
cart around a supermarket? 

This is an interesting point, 
and one which we must admit 
caused us to do a little soul- 
searching when this story from 
Virginia Kachan of Interna- 
tional News Service reached 
our desk: 


“If you want to save time in 
the supermarket, use the 
courtesy of the road,” she sug- 
gests. 


“Watch the signs, let the 
other shopper go first, and 
watch intersections,” urges a 
New York food brokerage firm 
after a survey of 1000 super- 
market clerks. 


“The clerks said women bar- 
rel up to intersections in su- 
permarket aisles without 
watching ‘other drivers.’ The re- 
sult: traffic jams with locked 
carts and wills that take min- 
utes before someone gives in. 
One supermarket manager 


, clocked one ‘collision’ at seven

minutes. 


“Checking out the groceries 
could be a lot faster, the super- 
market employes agreed, if 
women with small loads would 
notice the signs indicating 
lines for only two or three 
items—or stop changing their 
minds, But they don‘t. Instead, 
women with a few groceries 
ask others with full baskets to 
step aside and, the clerks said, 
the inevitable result is a lot 
of talk and time wasted. 


“Or one woman will hold up 
a whole line while she dashes 
back into the aisles for items 
she has either forgotten or de- 
cided to exchange. 

“All the clerks sighed for 
the. day when all grocery shop- 
ping will be dohe by men. As 
ome put #, ‘Men have much 
better shopping manners.’ ” 


We .aren’t ready to agree 
with all of those charges; as 
a matter of fact, we think they 
are a little harsh on the mem- 
bers of our sex. 


But, in all fairness, almost 
any open-minded woman will 
agree that there is much truth 
in the observations of the su- 
permarket clerks. If we all 
would “use the courtesy of the 
road,” food shopping might be 
a little smoother and speedier 
for everyone. 
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AND WHAT will we find 
this week as we wheel those 
carts around our favorite food 
stores (carefully watching the 
left turns)? 


We will find that poultry 
still holds top position as the 
best value at the meat counter. 
Pork continues to be a rela- 
tively better value than beef, 
with some good buys available 
on Boston butts and fresh pic- 
nic shoulders. 


There’s not much change in 
beef; veal is not too plentiful 
and can’t be recommended as 
a wise investment. Supplies of 
lamb are increasing gradually; 
a very few of the genuine 
spring lambs have come to mar- 
ket, with more expected in a 
few weeks.

STRAWBERRIES are big 
news in the fruit stands. 
Louisiana berries are pouring 
into the St. Louis market; the 

rkansas crop is expected to 
peak sometime between May 5 
and May 15; homegrown ber- 
ries probably will follow im- 
médiately (or even over-lap, 
depending upon weather con- 
ditions) the Arkansas crop. 

Which means that you will 
be smart to keep your eyes 
wide open for some real bar- 
gains in berries any time now. 
Of course weather is such a 
factor with this highly perish- 
able fruit that no predictions 
can be tied down to a definite 
date, but do be on the alert. 

You will find a great varia- 
tion in prices on apples; the 
best ones are thinning out and

Mexico is sending us canta- 
loupes, which are a little on 
the high side, and limes which 


are quite reasonable in price. |

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Ideas for Spring Baking Spree : 


THERE’S SOMETHING ABOUT SPRING that makes the 


woman who likes to cook yearn to go on a baking spree. 


Per- 


haps it’s because, after a bout of spring housecleaning, her 
kitchen is so shiny and bright that she just wants to spend 


more time there. 


Perhaps it’s because it is cool enough so 


that the oven-warmth of the kitchen is not unpleasant, and a 


soft breeze coming through half-open windows wafts the tempt- | 
ing scent of warm breads through the house. 


Whatever the 


reason, interest in baking runs high at this season of the year. 


Here is a new recipe for a 
basic refrigerator dough that 
has many possibilities for the 
home baker, since it will keep 
in the refrigerator for about 
five days. As a starter, two 
recipes which can be made 
from this basic yeast dough 
are given below, with the hope 
that they will inspire you to 
work out some of your own. 


Basic Refrigerator Dough. 

Two packages or cakes yeast, 
active, dry or compressed. 

One half cup warm, not hot, 
water (lukewarm for com- 
pressed yeast). 

Three-fourths cup hot water. 

One-half cup sugar. 

One-third cup shortening. 

One tablespoon salt. 

One egg, beaten. 

Three and one-half cups sift- 
ed flour. 

One cup instant nonfat dry 
milk powder. 

Sprinkle or crumble yeast 
into one-half cup water (warm, 
not hot, water for active dry 
yeast or lukewarm for com- 
pressed yeast); let stand until 
dissolved. 

Stir sugar, shortening and 
salt into the hot water. Cool 
mixture to lukewarm; add 
yeast. Add egg and two cups 
of flour; beat until smooth. 

Sift together remaining flour 
and instant nonfat dry milk 
powder. Stir into mixture. 

Place dough in a greased 
bowl; brush top with soft 
shortening. Cover tightly with 
waxed paper. Store in refrig- 
erator at least two hours be- 
fore using (will keep about five 
days). 

When ready to use, punch 
down dough and cut off 
amount needed. 
VARIATIONS: 

Glazed Bralded Loaf. 

Use one-half the Basic Re- 
frigerator Dough. Divide into 
three equal parts; roll each 
into a strand about 14 inches 
long.

WARNING CAPTALST 
SYSTEM IS IN PERI

WASHINGTON, May 1— 

William A. McDonnell of St. 

Louis took over the presidency 

of the United States Chamber 

of Commerce last night-with a 

warning that the capitalistic 

system is in danger. 

In a brief acceptance speech, 
he said the organization faced | 
an unusual opportunity to 
perform its main purpuse--“to 
protect and preserve the Amer- 
ican system of free enteprise.” 

Every recession, with its rise 
of unemployment, endangers 
the capitalistic system, he said, 
especially if the 
comes .in an election year, 
“when sO many are so eager 
to make over and improve the 


system.” 
“All manner of schemes, 
many of them socialistic in 


their nature and most of them 
disproved by experience, are 
brought forth as a cure for a 
readjustment which is normal | 
and inevitable from time tu | 
time in a free enterprise sys- 


tem,” McDonnell said. 

“In such times, liberal- 
thinking theorists are quick to 
recommend major. surgery 


when perhaps the patient needs 
only gentle treatment and un- 
derstanding, and a chance for 
its natural recuperative powers | 
to restore it to health.” 

McDonnell said the national 
Chamber, as a spokesman and 
representative of American ' 
business, should work to pre- 
serve fundamental principles 
of the American system but 
must not “resist every pro- 
posal for change.” 


He concluded: “It must be 
our resolve to exert our full 
influence to the end that the 
changes, adaptions and modi- 
fications which are made in 
our American system from 
time to time will always be in 
the right direction—a _ direc- 
tion which preserves the in- 
herent dignity of the individ- 
ual, the basic freedoms guar- 
anteed in the Bill of Rights, 
the sovereignty of the states, 
the rights of property, the in- 
tegrity of the currency and 
the concept that the people is 
best governed which is least 
governed—in short, the Amer- 
ican way of life.” 

McDonnell is chairman of 
the board of the First National 
Bank in St. Louis.

workers today that Christian 
doctrine gives them the social 
justice which false doctrines 
seek in vain “through a sea of 
fratricidal blood.”

Lawrence E. Hinkle Jr. 


About one quarter of the 
American people between the 
ages of 12 and 45 seem to take | 
about half the disease load, he | 
said. At the other end of the 
scale another quarter of the 
population suffer less than 10 
per cent of the disease load. 
__ All of the findings stem from 


a report by a Cornell research 


team which began a compre- 
hensive survey of some 3131 
subjects nearly eight years ago. 
This survey developed for each 
subject a 20-year medical, psy- 
chological, social and life stress 
history. 

It found that there is prob- 
ably a general background 
hereditary susceptibility to dis- 
ease—as vell as a certain ele- 
ment of chance. 

Still, Dr. Hinkle told the 
thirty-ninth annual meeting of 
the American College of Physi- 
cians, something other than 
charige was operating as well. 

Some people seemed to have 
relatively few diseases—a rate 
of one disease or less per year.

One hundred seismograph sta- 
tions could detect Russian vio- 
laations of an atomic test bar 
and at the same time provide 
new knowledge about how the 
earth is put' together. 

This view was expressed by 
seismologist Frank Press of 
the California Institute of 
Technology at the annual 
meeting of the ‘National Acad- 
emy of Sciences. 

Earth waves generaated by 
quakes or large explosions pro- 
vide science with a tool for 
| studying the planet's structure 
from crust to core. Such waves 

are recorded by setsmographs. 
, Dr. Press said a network of 

100 special seismograph sta- 

tions could be established in a 

country the size of the U.S.S.R. 
for less than $10,000,000 “and 
operated at an annual cost of 
| several million dollars.

CHICAGO, May 1 (AP)—An 
Ohio State University’ dental 


team reported today it has iso- 
lated a chemical substance in 


human saliya that destroys 
bacteria believed to be respon- 
sible for tooth decay. 

The substance, apparently a 
protein or associated with pro- 
tein, was found in the saliva of 
adults who have been immune 
to tooth decay. About one per- 
son in each 100 is seemingly 
resistant to tooth, decay, re- 
gardiess of age, ‘sex, tooth- 
brushing habits or the type of 
food consumed. 

The report was presented by 
Dr. Gordon E. Green at the 
annual meeting. of the Society 
of American Bacteriologists. He 
is chief investigator of a con- 
tinuing Ohio State investiga- 
tion started in 1952 to deter- 
mine why some persons never 
suffer tooth decay.

An Expert Touch . 
Too Often Lacking 


NEW YORK, May 1. 

I'M TERRIBLY GRATEFUL to Hallmark for its dis- 
tinguished production of “Dial M for Murder” because 
I missed it on Broadway and I can’t remember witnessing 
so pleasant and expert a 90 minutes on television in a long 
time. As well it ought 
to be because this was 
pretty much the same 
production that ran on 
Broadway for a couple of 
years.

There's no doubt about it; these long runs when trans- 
planted to television have an enviable smoothness. It's 
not just that the actors have the over-powering authority 
of long experince but the writing has been honed and 
pruned and polished by tryouts and performance. 


“Dial M” is nothing important, of course— 
a murder story well put together and skillfully 
played and produced. It is excellent theater. It 
may be asking too much that we get more of this 
sort of thing on television because the conditions 
are wrong; there’s not enough time and not nearly 
enough money. 


HOWEVER, the night after seeing “Dial M” I went 
to the little off-Broadway theater, the York, where Ten- 
nessee Williams's two short plays “Garden District” are 
playing. Now here is almost the opposite theatrical ex- 
perience. Williams, a monstrously talented fellow, has 
tossed most of the rules out of the window—his biggest 
scene is a monologue about something that happened to 
somebody else months earlier—but the raw brilliance is 
there. It’s a memorable theatrical evening. 

Now the point I’m trying laboriously to make here is 
that we ought to have on television either one or the 
other. If the expertly tailored trifle can’t be managed 
on television, then we ought to get more of the raw gen- 
jus. Or if we can’t have raw genius, let’s settle for expert 
hackwork. But we're not getting that either. What we're 
getting is inexpert hackwork and that, I think, is inex- 
cusable. 


Last weekend in a series called ‘No Warning” which 
is simply a new title for that old series “Panic” (although 
these films were not seen on television), the opening epi- 
sode was a conspicuous example of inexpert hackwork. 
It was about a father so wrapped up in his business that 
he fails to understand his son’s real problems until the 
kid is ready to commit suicide. It was an ineptly written 
suspense yarn and even the acting by that old pro Everett 
Sloane was monotonous and annoying. 


Years ago, television could take a story like 
that and charge it with passion and enthusiasm, 
if not with literary genius. But now the enthusi- 
asm and the fun have drained away and they have 
not been replaced by expertise. 


PRETTY MUCH the same team that brought forth 
“Pinocchio”"—-Yasha Frank, contributing the book, Alec 
Wilder and William Engvick, music and lyrics—wefe re- 
sponsible for “Hansel and Gretel” on NBC-TV the other 
night. On the whole the hour-long show was a lot of fun 
but not so much as “Pinocchio” for a number of reasons. 

For one thing, maybe I'm tired of fairy stories. We 
have been up to our eyebrows in them all year long. For 
another, “Pinocchio” is a story that lends itself more to 
an hour than “Hansel and Gretel.” For still another, 
“Hansel and Gretel” got just a little too itsy-poo for my 
taste and possibly even for a child's taste. However, it 
was an awe-inspiring cast with Rise Stevens as the mother, 
Barbara Cook as Gretel, Ned Buttons as Hansel, Rudy 
Vallee almost invisible behind a mustache as papa, Hans 
Conreid as a mighty wicked witch, and Sondra Lee as a 
sort of assistant witch. 

I'd just as soon not see any more fairy tales for 


a while, though.

WILLIAM H. ARMSTRONG

I phoned the Boro Hall and got Chief Bert 
Boyer on the phone. I said that I wanted a bill of 
particulars. “Don’t you think you’re going too 
far?” he said.

The chief, who takes 
better care of the children of our town than some 
of the parents, said that the time of the offense 
was written in the upper corner of the citation. 


It said 6:10 am. “The patrolman,” said the chief,

Out there, he has a six-foot six-inch fence on all sides 
except where the river flows by. He will not go into the 
river, even for kicks. Last year we had to carry him, 
kicking, biting and screaming, the 18 inches between the 
dock and our boat. 


The real trouble is that Rocky has turned out 
to be a big sissy. He never gets out of the back- 
yard, gets sick in cars, barks once when the door- 
bell rings and then hides behind me, and wouldn't 
run at large if we opened the front door with a 
steak on the lawn. 


When guests walk in our back yard, Rocky sniffs them 
once and tries to jump into Gayle’s arms. There isn’t 
much you can do with a mutt like that. 


ONE THING Ptl. Cranmer did not know: Rocky has 
a big medal beside his license. It gives the name of hif 
owner, his address and his phone number. A cop who 
got close enough to read the license number could also 
read the rest of it and would not have to go back to Boro 
Hall to find out who owned Rocky. 


He is so big and formidable that when Gayle first 
clipped the medal on his collar, she said: “Now, if he ever 
gets lost, who is going to have the nerve to get close 
enough to read this thing?”

Fifth Installment. 


YAIZU was not the only 
Japanese city to become excit- 
ed about radioactivity on March 
16. Osaka, the huge industrial 
center and second-largest city 
in Japan, felt the impact of 
the sensational news in a 
rather unusual and roundabout 
manner. 


That morning a western edi- 
tion of Yomiuri startled many 
of Osaka District’s 8,000,000 
residents, Among these were 
a young biophysics professor, 
Dr. Yasushi Nishiwaki and his 
St. Louis born wife, Jane. They 
took an immediate interest in 
the headlines because the sci- 
entist worked with radioactive 
materials in his laboratory at 
Osaka City University’s School 
of Medicine: 


The young scientist thought 
that fish from the unlucky 
boat would be only slightly ra- 
dioactive, but as a precaution 
he called the -Osaka City 
Health Office to see if any fish 
from Yaizu had been shipped 
to Osaka. Soon after his tele- 
phone call, Nishiwaki received 
an official request to examine 
the fish at the Osaka City Cen- 
tral Market. 


In his research work, Dr. 


Nishiwaki used a_ sensitive 
Geiger counter. Gathering up 
his instruments, the young 


biophysicist and four assist- 
ants hurried -to the fish mar- 


ket in central Osaka. When 
they arrived, some medical 
doctors were on the scene, 


armed with the usual type of 
Geiger counter. These men 
told Nishiwaki that the fish 
they measured did not have 
very great radioactivity—only 
about 20 or so counts per min- 
ute. This corresponds to a nor- 
mal “background” count or to 
natural level. 


Nishiwaki was not satisfied 
and he ordered the boxes of 
fish shipped in from Yaizu to 
be checked again. Upon hold- 
ing his instrument about an 
inch away from one of the fish, 
a nice plump tuna, he found 
that his instrument rattled 
away to the tune of 2000 counts 
per minute! 


Personifying the _ situation, 
the bystanders murmured in 
awe, “The fish are crying!” 
Thereafter, radioactive fish be- 
came known as “crying fish.” 


Fish vendors, customers, gov- 
ernment officials and other 
doctors stared open-mouthed at 
the frantic behavior of the 
Geiger counter. Nishiwaki him- 
self was astonished. Like his 
colleague at Shizuoka Univer- 
sity, he was accustomed to 
dealing with small amounts of 
radioactivity in the laboratory, 
but he had never expected to 
find himself in a city fish mar- 
ket measuring such things. To 
be sure of his results, he 
moved his instrument over to 
another fish stand and meas- 
ured a fish brought in that 
morning from a different ship. 
The counter dropped back to 
its normal rate, clicking away 
at about 20 counts every min- 
ute—the natural rate or back- 
ground which is produced by 
the unavoidable traces of radio- 
active material in the earth's 
crust, the air and in humans 
or fish, as well. 


CITY OFFICIALS who gath- 
ered around the scientist be- 
came increasingly worried. 
Clicks in a Geiger counter re- 
called the pain and suffering 
of a decade ago. All that was 
in the past, they thought, and 
now it was here right in the 
fish market. They were excited 
and asked how dangerous the 
contaminated fish might be. 
Nishiwaki replied that he could 
not determine the extent of 
danger until he had made an 
analysis of the radioactivity. 
Much depended, he explained, 
upon the nature of the radio- 
active substances. 


Not knowing the identity of 
the radioactive contamination 
on the fish and being unaware 
of how much might be con- 
centrated in the internal or- 
gans, Dr. Nishiwaki was re- 
luctant to specify the level for

The American wife of Dr. 
Yasushi Nishiwaki, who ac- 
companied her husband 
aboard the Lucky Dragon in 
search of radioactive samples 
of dust, is the former Jane 
Fischer, born in St. Louis. 
She attended Farragut ele- 
mentary school, 4025 Sulli- 
van avenue and Beaumont 
high school here, and also 
the Farmington (Mo.) high 
school. 


Miss Fischer met Dr. Nishi- 
waki, who studied radioactiv- 
ity of the Bikini-dusted fish, 
while she was doing mission- 
ary work in Japan. The pair 
was married in 1952. She is 
the daughter of the Rev. Pe- 
ter W. Fischer, a retired Pres- 
byterian minister now living 
in Goreville, Ill. 


immediately began to study 
the samples. To his astonish- 
ment some of the fish were 
even more radioactive than 
he had imagined. A single 
square inch of one fish sent 
his counter racing at the 
dizzy rate of over 60,000 
counts per minute. 


All during the rest of the 
day, the normally quiet labora- 
tory was in a furor. The tele- 
phone kept ringing as worried 
citizens called in asking for 
advice. More samples came in 
for measurement and city of- 
ficials pleaded for advice on 
what to do. They found that 
the suspect fish which had 
been sold early that day at 
the Central Market had al- 
ready been eaten by about 100 
people. The paper wrappings 
and fish scale showed that the 
fish had been radioactive. Fear 
swept through the city like a 
wintry blast when the evening 
papers hit the street and car- 
ried stories about the radio- 
active fish. The reaction was 
immediate and drastic—people 
stopped buying fish. Had it 
been announced that the bu- 
bonic plague had broken out, 
the news could not have had 
greater impact. 

Nishiwaki pondered the 
problem of radioactive con- 
tamination of the fish. If the 
fish were this radioactive, he 
wondered, what ‘about the -boat 
and its crew? He talked things 
over with his wife and decided 
that they would leave for Yaizu 
150 miles to the east. 

The American-Japanese team 
arrived at the Yaizu railroad 
station early the next morning. 
First, they went to a small res- 
taurant and had breakfast. They 
took a taxi to the north side 
of the harbor, where they 
found the little boat moored 
near the mud bank with no 
sign of a policeman. They had 
worried that the boat might 
be guarded and that they might 
not be allowed on board. The 
only sign of warning was an 
upright board on the deck of 
the ship bearing the Japanese 
characters which translated 
into: Danger: Stay Away! Some 
sagging boards formed a tem- 
porary gangplank to the boat, 
but before they got close to it 
their Geiger counter went 
berserk. The ship was even 
more radio active than the 
Osaka professor had dreamed. 


Unwilling to enter such 
contaminated surroundings 
without proper protective 
clothing, Nishiwaki and his 
wife donned rubber surgical 
gloves, gauze masks and white 
._knee-length laboratory jack-. 
ets. Thus attired they crossed 
.the yielding planks, leaving 
the heavy Geiger instru- 
ment on the bank. 


The main objective was to 
collect samples of the dust so 
that it might be analyzed. For 
this purpose they had brought 
along a dozen glass jars. There 
was no one on board the boat 
and no one showed up to ob- 


ject to their trespassing so 
they roamed freely through the 
= looking for samples of the 


Nishiwaki observed that 
the decks were well scrubbed 


into a glass sample jar. Then 
they proceeded to confiscate 
numerous small objects about 
the boat. In the galley they 
picked up a dead cockroach, 
some cigarette butts and the 
cover of a tin can. They added 
a piece of cabbage, some 
pickled radish and a chopstick 
to their collection. While her 
husband was occupied in the 
galley, Jane wandered up to 
the roof and picked up a small 
piece of rope and a coat button 
which had come loose. She 
also managed to find a cotton 
glove and a piece of iron cable. 


Clutching their specimens, 
the Osaka couple left the ship 
and were happy to be on shore 
again. There they found that 
word had gotten out that scien- 
tists were in town, and a small 
group of people had gathered. 
They retreated a good distance 
from the boat, to make their 
counter quiet down, and then 
they ran a check on them- 
selves to see if they had picked 
up any of the radioactive dust. 
Some of the dust had stuck to 
their shoes: Nishiwaki’s thick- 
soled American style shoes 
made the counter buzz, as did 
Jane’s low-heeled pumps. Jane 
removed her gauze face mask 
and found that it, too, had be- 
come somewhat radioactive. 


Just then a fish vendor 
peddied by on his bicycle, 
toting a load of shark fins on 
his back wheel. He stopped 
and begged them to examine 
the dried fins, explaining that 
they might be radioactive. A 
single check with the Geiger 
counter showed that they were 
as radioactive as the fish which 
had been checked the day be- 
fore in the Osaka market. 
Startled by the buzzing in the 
Geiger counter, which had a 
rattlesnake tempo, the fish 
vendor agreed to turn the “cry- 
ing” shark fins over to the au- 
thorities. The poor man was ‘so 
surprised that he did not even 
murmur a complaint. 


Yaizu City officials found a 
dozen places for Nishiwaki and 
his wife to inspect. They were 
called to the hospital to check 
six of the crew from the Lucky | 
Dragon. Nishiwaki was ap- 
palled to find that when he 
held the Geiger counter tube 
over the head of one crewman 
the instrument chattered at an

rift between Japan and the 
United States. 


THE NISHIWAKIS spent the 
rest of the day in Yaizu in- 
specting patients, dashing off 
to check fish and consulting 
with city and prefectural offi- 
cials. They ended up at Yaizu 
City Office and were startled 
to see a big sign reading: “H- 
Bomb Countermeasures Head- 
quarters.” There they were be- 
sieged by frightened men and 
women -who had eaten fish 
which they thought might be 
radioactive. All of them 
wished to be checked to make 
sure that they had not become 
ratiioactive. 

Toward evening they learned 
that Dr. Masanori Nakaidzumi, 
professor of medical radiology 
at Tokyo University, had 
visited the Lucky Dragon that 
afternoon. A reporter told the 
Osaka couple that the radiolo- 
gist had said, “The radioactivi- 
ty is negligibly small and no 
danger at all. The fishermen 
will soon recover.” Dr. Nakaid- 
zumi's observations appeared 
in the evening papers. They 
presented the Japanese people 
with discordant views of the 
hazard. 


The frail, hollow-cheeked 
Nishiwaki drove himself 
without mercy in his work 
once he was back in,Osaka. 
In addition to working in the 

‘ laboratory, he was often 
called out of bed at 1 or 2 
in the morning to check fish 
which were being unloaded 
at the docks. The teeming 
population of Osaka con- 
sumes vast quantities of fish 
and checking for “crying” 
fish was an exhausting chore 
in itself. 
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alarming rate. There could be | 


no doubt about it, the fisher- 
men had been thoroughly con- 
taminated by the radioactive 
ash. 


The Osaka biophysicist was 
greatly alarmed by his meas- 
urement of the crewmen. He 
wondered at once about the 
nature of the ashes. If the 
crewmen were so radioactive, 
how much more radiation must 
they have gotten during the 
two weeks which had elapsed? 
It would be days, perhaps long- 


- er, before he could complete 


his analysis of the ashes and 
he felt it urgent that the Jap- 
anese doctors know at once 
what the ashes were so that 
proper medical treatment 
might be started. 


It was for this reason that 
Nishiwaki wrote an open let- 
ter to the United States Atomic 
Energy Commission voqnenas 
that Japanese scientists be tol 
what elements were involved 
in the H-bomb. He transmitted 
this open letter to a repre- 
sentative of an American press 
service, thinking that this 
would be the fastest way for 
the word to reach the United 
States. However, this letter 
was never relayed to the Unit- 
ed States. It was blocked by 
the chief of the Tokyo bureau 
of the wire service. Later 
Nishiwaki learned that the 
wire chief refused to transmit 
the letter because the author 
was “an alarmist who was ob- 
viously seeking publicity.” The 
incident marked the beginning 
of a widening and unnecessary 
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In the laboratory, Nishiwaki 
carefully weighed and then 
measured the various Lucky 
Dragon specimens for radio- 
activity. The bit of pickled 
radish, a favorite Japanese 
delicacy, clicked away at the 
tune of 199 counts per minute. 
The cabbage was about the 
same and the chopstick regis- 
tered 287. A sample of tobac- 
co ran the counter up to 710 
counts while the coat button 
scored 1275. The dead cock- 
roach was even more active, 
tallying 2788 clicks. Bits of 
hair which they had collected 
ran up to 6030 counts and the 
old cotton glove totaled 14,222. 
The small:‘rope which Jane had 
appropriated topped this, read- 
ing 15,167 counts, while this 
was still exceeded by the cover 
from a tin of canned food. It 
caused the instrument to re- 
cord 18,435 clicks. The iron 
cable, however, was even more 
radioactive, scaling 66.540 
clicks per minute. 

Thereafter, Nishiwaki con- 
centrated on the lengthy ana- 
lytical techniques necessary to 
Separate out the various ele- 
ments from the small sample 
of ash which he had scraped 
from the decks of the Lucky 
Dragon. No one could estimate 
with any accuracy how much 
radiation the crew. of the boat 
had received until the ashes 
yielded up their secret or until 
the Americans revealed what 
the composition of the bomb 
debris was. If the fishermen 
had received more than 300 
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roentgens of radiation their 
lives were in doubt. If the dose 
was as high as 500 roentgens 
then at least half of the men 
would surely die. Their deaths 
would take time — weeks or 
months — but they would be 
doomed. 


Millions of Japanese felt that 
they, too, were doomed if they 
ate the contaminated fish. 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki and 
their aftermath had made the 
Japanese deeply sensitive to 
radioactivity in any form. Feel- 
ings of resentment, self-pity, 
personal anxiety and distrust 
broke through the surface of 
Japanese reserve. Alarm grew 
as more “crying” fish were 
discovered and condemned as 
unfit for human consumption. 

Fish in America is often just 
a once-a-week meal, but in Ja- 
pan the diet leans heavily on 
marine products as a source 
of protein. 

Anything which threatened 
their fish supply was naturally 
of great concern to the Jap- 
anese. Fear of the consequen- 
ces of eating radioactive fish, 
no matter to what degree ra- 
dioactive, produced a panic in 
the fish markets that sent 
prices skidding downward. 
Japan was gripped by a double 
anxiety as its people worried 
about the fish supply and the 
fate of the crewmen from the 
Lucky Dragon.
